Finding a Way 


to Hit Balloons. 


'JMIE recent flights .of aeroplane and dirigible balloons by the 


Wright brothers, Zeppelin,. Curtlss, Count de Lambert and oth- 


ors, have aroused all nations to the necessity for preparing to defend 
their cities against attacks from the air. 
It Is in Germany before 


all other lands where the means, of defense against aerial cruisers 
are being studied. Within the last few weeks experiments with new 
cannon arid shells specially .designed at the Kruup works for use 
against dirigible balloons have been made at Meppeu in Westphalia. 


The chief difficulty to be overcome lies in hitting a target which 


is moving, in the air; that is to say, in a medium which permits of 
taking no bearings by which distance can be judged. In addition to 
this difficulty, the marksman lias to aim at a target that is moving 
not only in the horizontal plane, like any mark on the earth or on 
the sea, but, in the vertical plane also. Then again, the cannon itself 
must be .movable with almost as' much rapidity as the balloon, oth- 
erwise it will have no opportunity to discharge more 'than two,or 
three shells before the enemy gets away. 


To meet these difficulties the Krupp company has built several 


. types of cannon, the best of which is mounted upon an automobile 


chassis, can describe a completed circle.in the horizontal plane and 
•can fire at'an'arigle of elevation'as higib-as'75 degrees. "When firing 
almost horizontally this cannon'is effective 'at'about 10,000 yards, 
.but when firing" vertically its range is reduced to between G.500 and 
7,000 yards. 
The cannon itsolf .weighs 991 pounds; with its carriage 


.2,347. pounds; the chassis uppn which'It is. mounted .weighs 7.1G5 
pounds and the ammunition cases hold sixty-two shells. Fully laden 
and its gunner aboard, the whole weighs about 11,000 pounds, but a 
fifty horse power motor moves it at twenty-eight miles an hour. 


The cannon hurls a projectile weighing twelve pounds. This con- 


tains, besides the bursting charge, an incendiary composition ig- 
nited by a special fuse at the moment of firing, and this, leaves in 
the air a trail of blazing gas, which is visible in a line of smoke by 
day and a line of fire by night. 
By watching this the marksman 


learns the trajectory, and can rectify his errors of aim. 
Another 


fuse of extreme sensitiveness, causes the projectile to explode the 
instant it breaks the envelope of the balloon; 


It Is planned to use shrapnel or chains as projectiles against aer- 


oplanes, and no test of their efficiency can be had until actual war- 
fare furnishes the opportunity.

The test, which was made under 
the command of Captain Robert B. 
^TcBride, the commanding oiiicer or 
Portsmouth liaruor, was the first held j: 
off the New England coast and Fort 
Stark was selected for the experi- 
men'on account of' the'freedom of 
these waters from shipping at. this' 
time of the year.

firing zone, the army steamer, Gen. 
SI. H. Anderson, ..of Boston, and the 
Gen. A. M. Randall of. Portland, were 
sent here and they acted as -patrol 
to the eastward and westward of the 
firing zone; while fort tug; towed the 
target. The patrol boats, during'the 
firing, burned red lights, and a sim- 
ilar light was-burned on, the fort. 


The three-inch riiies were used and' 


the regulation target, anfl it was 'tow- 
ed at. between 2500 and isoo yards 
from the fort. A big searchlight,-- stiV; 
tioned on' Fort Stark, was. used ..to 
pick up the target and it was very el'- j 
fective, illuminating it in fine shape.! 


The firing was scheduled to lie | 


started at 7.30, but owing to a mistake ' 


on the part of the patrol boat jn sig- 
nalling; the fort , tlie practice was de- 
layed until the exact location of the 
boats :Were learned, and. then wiieu 
the firing zone was cleared, three 
shots were fired to get the 
range. 


Once this was accomplished the re- 
liiairiilcr o£,the nineteen shots were 
fired.

burning 
fuse, 
attached 
to 
the 


projectile, made it extremely easy to 
follow .the night of the shell as it 
made it's graceful, curve , 1'rpm ;.the 
rifle to the target. The' fuse was not 
extinguished as it struck the water, 
for the ricochet of the shell could uo 
plainly traced. 
One shell ..evidently 


'struck the frame work of the target 
.a' glancing blow, for it was seen to 
•shoot almost upright into,tlie air, and 
after that ricochet again on striking 
the water. 


The percentage of hits was good for 


night practice, and about ten hits 
were made, the other shots passing 
very close to the target. 


At the conclusion of the practice, 


Captain McBride expressed 
himself 


as very much pleased with the result 
o!_the experiment, saying that it de- 
.monstrated that night practice could 
•he held with safety-to shipping and 
with beneficial resulta to the com- 
pany.
